THE TYLER-TAYLOR SCANDAL. 
(SuBJECT oF ILLUSTRATION.] 

About two years ago, while George C.,Tyler, a theat- 
rical man, was in San Francisco, Cal., he met and fell 
in love with Miss Cora Parsons, and the two were 
married in Chicago last April. Tyler took his wife to 
Chillicothe, O., where he introduced her to Mortimer 
F. Taylor, a wealthy lawyer and married man. The 
young married couple came to New York and went to 
live ata boarding house in West Twenty-third strect. 
Taylor and his family also arrived in this city and 
put up at the Hotel Savoy. He became very friendly 
with Tyler and his wife, and on more than one occa- 
sion took the pretty bride out driving. The young 
husband became suspicious that all was not right, and 
the other day, suddenly entering bis wife’s room, 
found ber with a pile of letters in her hand. Seeing her 
husband, Mrs. Tyler gave a scream and threw the 
letters into the grate. 

Tyler pounced on the bundle and burned his hands. 
He got the lJettere, though. As Tyler describes the 
scene it was something like this: ‘‘Then she sank down 
on her knees and begged me to kill her. I said, ‘No, 
you are not fit to die, and [am not fit to take your life, 
Live and suffer, as I am suffering now.’ 

Tyler alleges that one of the letters rescued from 
the grate was in the handwriting of Mortimer Taylor, 
and anothér was addressed to Mr. M. F. Taylor, 11 
Wall street, and was signed “Cita,”” bis wife's pet 
name. The letter-which Tyler alleges was written to 
his wife by Mortimer Taylor begins: 

MONDAY. 

My OwN DARLING CrTA: Did my little girl forget her promise 
to write me last night, or was she so cast down that she buried 
her face in her lovely pillows and sobbed herseif to sleep, or did 
she seek consolation in some bright company? Nw matter what 
may have been the cause, the eagaly looked-for letter did not 
come, and her poor old sweetheart is much cast down because 
thereof. A 

The letter which made Tyler’s heart burn so that he 
forgot his hands was this: 

My DARLING: The nervous apprehension I had on leaving 
you was not without reason, as subsequent events have proved. 

George came here last evening as full as w goat, and came 
right into my room. -He has a pass key. He asked the land- 
lady all sorts of questions about me, whether I went out much, 
had much company, stayed In nichts, etc. She says she de- 
fended me as muchas possible. * * * F F FF * 
. With all my love, and hoping that nothing more will go 
wrong, I am as ever, CITA. 


Mr. Tyler says that this was directed to Mr. Taylor, 
and he proceeded to the Savoy to find out about it. Mr. 
Taylor and his wife were at dinner when Tyler's card 
was sent in, and Mr. Tayo sent back word that he 
didn’t care to see him. , ~ F 

Tyler acted so excitedly that Detective Kerr asked 
him if be had a pistol. Mr. Tyler did bave one, but he 
didn’t intend to use it, and he gave it to the detective. 
Then Mr. Taylor came out and led Mr. Tyler to the 
street, and after a lively conversation they separated, 
Mr. Taylor returning to the hotel. 

Tyler will bring suit, through Howe & Hummel, 
against Taylor for $100,000, for the loss of his wife's 
affections. He will also begin proceedings for a 
divorce.

The Fate of a Minister’s 
Young and Pretty Daughter. 


TRIED 10 HIDE SHAME. 


And She Died in a Hospital 
From an Operation.

SOUTH WEST MISSOURI SHOCKED 


———. 


A few weeks ago Miss Emily Uleland, the young, 
bandsome and accomplished daughter of Dr. T. H. 
Cleland, pastor of the Calvary Presbyterian Church, 
on 8t. Louis street, Springfield, Mo., left home osten- 
sibly for a visit to relatives and friends in Cincinnati. 
The young lady was apparently well and happy when 
she bade her Spriugfield friends good-by. The next 
Monday Dr. Cleland received a telegram announcing 
the dangerous illness of his daughter, which was 
quickly followed by another message telling of the 
death of the young lady, the parents were over- 
whelmed with grief, and the society people of Spring- 
field could hardly realize the truth of the strange, sad 
news. On Wednesday night the body of the deceased 
reached Springfield, accompanied by a lady from Cov- 
ington, Ky. The funeral took place Thursday morn- 
ing at the family residence on East Walnut street. It

Wasa sad, unusual event. The leading ministers of 
the city’and ‘many of Dr. Cleland’s friends outside his 
large and fashionable congregation were present, but 
the shadow of a deeper sorrow than that of death 
seemed to intensify the gloom of the occasion. 

There were grave rumors about the cause of Miss 
Cleland’s sudden death. Svon after the funeral these 
fragmentary reports took the form of a coherent 
story withthe most tragic features. It became evi- 
dent that the young lady had sought to“%shield herself 
from disgrace, and thus died in a Jewish hospital in 
Cincinnati, after submitting to a surgical operation. 
The painful story as told by Mrs. Ross, the lady friend 
who brought the remains home, is substantially as 
follows: 

Miss Cleland went to Cincinnati the latter part of 
October and stopped fora short time with the Ross 
family in thatcity. About a week ago the young lady 
left the home of the Kosses, saying that she was going 
over to Covington, Ky., to visit an aunt. She was 
seen no more alive by her friends. A few mornings 
after her departure Mr. Ross saw in a Cincinnati 
paper the notice of the death at a Jewish bospital of a 
young lady whose name was given as Mrs. E. Clark. 


DECLARED HE COULDN’I MARRY HER. 


The description of the deceased excited the fears and 
suspicions of Mr. Ross, aud gving to the hospital he 
found these grave apprehensions confirmed. Tbe 
body awaiting identification was none other than that 
of hia jate guest, Miss Emily Cleland. She had died 
twelve hours after haying an operation performed. 
When tald thai sbe must die, the young lady gent for 





au old physician, a friend of her father’s and to bim, 
itis said, she related the sad story of her ruin. 

Last summer Miss Cleland became acquainted 
with a wealtby young profligate of Springfield, George 
Clark. This young man married about three years 
ago Miss Grace Newsome, of Springfield, whose fam- 
ily occupiesa very high social position through South- 
west Missouri, Mrs. Senator Cockrell being a relative 
of the Newsomes, After his marriage Clark took bis 
young wife to Mexico, and then to Europe, spending 
nearly ayear abroad. When the young couple re- 
turned home Clark went to Rolla to attend the School 
of Mines. Iu February, 1891, Clark created a sensa-

tion by instituting a divorce suit against his wife, al- 
leging that a professor of chemistry in the Rolla 
school had alienated her affections. Mrs. Clark an- 
swered the charges ina lengthy letter, in which she 
told a sad story of wrongs, coupled with many addi- 
tional revelations respecting her husband's depravity. 
Public sympathy was on the side of the young wife, 
and a separation followed. Since then Clark has gone 
into society. He is young, handsome and spends 
money freely. Last summer, according to the story, 
young Clark engaged Miss Cleland’s brother to give 


him private lessons in history and some other studies. 


It was at Dr. Cleland’s residence, itis said, that Clark 
first met the young lady. Infatuation followed the 
acquaintance, and thus was the pretty girl wooed to 
herruin. Toavoid exposure, the victim was urged to 
zo to Cincinnati and seek medical aid. Such is the 
young lady’s sad story as reported. 

Miss Cleland was about 21 years old, an auburn- 
haired blonde, whose graceful form, handsome face, 
pleasant mannersand lovely disposition had made 
her a universal favorite among the society people of 
Springfield. The father of the deceased, Dr. T. H. 
Cleland went to Springfield from Dubuque, f[a., in 
1888, taking charge of the new Calvary Church, one 
of the most costly houses of worship, whose congrega- 
tion embraces many of the wealthiest families of the 
city. He isascholarly minister, and much admired 
and loved by his congregatiov, and Mrs. Cleland isa 
lady of unusual culture. The sorrow-stricken parents 
have the sympathy of all classes, and the tragedy has 
created a profound sensation. Mrs, Cleland is still 
prostrated with grief, and has had, since the death of 
her daughter, the attendance of a pbysician,

Chinn was under a contract to act as starter for the 
East Side track, but some time ago went to Chicago to 
officiate at Hawthorne. His son, Kit Chinn, acted in 
his stead at East St. Louis. The management of the 
latter track tried to hold Chinn to his contract and sent 
forhim. He did not respond promptly, and when he 
did come did very poor work, so the services of Sturter 
Dwyer, of Guttenberg, were secured. 4 

Chinn went on the track todo his usual work and 
finding Dwyer there snatched the flag from him and 
ordered him off the track. Dwyer refused to go and 
called on the police for protection. Anthony told 
Chinn to get off the track. The latter drew his famous 
spring-back knife, but before he could use it was shot 
several times by the policeman. He was removed to 
the hospital, where he now lies in a dangerous con- 
dition,

KNOWN AS THE THREE De ACOS

John, Millie and Bertie Drunkler, better known in 
the theatrical profession asthe ‘“hree De Acos,” are 
probably the most expert trick and acrobatic rifie 
shots in the world. 

John Drunkler or De Aco, was born at Fort Dela 
ware, Del., on April 25. 1866. He stands 5 feet 5% 
inches in height and weighs 151 pounds. He began 
handling a rifle at the age of thirteen and exbibited 
considerable knowledge of the use of firearms. He

got hold of an old 44-calibre army Winchester and 
tried shooting at a target at 100 yards. He scored five 
consecutive bulls eyes, and was so pleased with the 
result that he tried it at 200 yards, and scored 22 out 
of a possible 25. This was considered remarkable 
shooting for a youngster. The boy kept pecging 
away witb his gun until he became an expert. 
Drunkler met and married his wife (Millie) some 
years ago. She is one year his junior. having been 
born in Philadelphia, July 2, 1867, and is now con- 
sidered the most daring lady trick rifle shot on the

stage. When a chila +: ten years she could handlea 
gun as well as many veterans. She was practically 
brought up among the Indians, and esbooting a gun 
was part of her education. Her parents came E:st 
when she was 15 years old, and she met and married 
Drunkler. The.couple have one child, Bertie, who was 
born on May 4, 1881, and she is almost as expert with 
the rifle as ber parents, Stic performs with them. 
The Drunklers have a standing challenge to shoot

against any acrobatic rifle team in the world. They 
claim the championship and defy any one to imitate 
their shots. They intend to go abroad soou and exhibit 
before the crowned heads of Europe. 





Below are some of their remarkable performances 
with the rifle. 

Mille places her hané ona board, with the fingers 
spread apart, while John plants bullets between the 
fingers and shoots a perfect outline of the band. Mil- 
lie also holds a cigarette in her mouth and John shoots 
the ashes off while walking a slack wire. He also

plugs a quarter between her fingers while on the 
same wire. Millie also does some similar shooting. 
Millie stands on her busband's headand shoots agiass 
ball. John breaks another at the same time, doing 
the back glass shot. Another good shot Jobn performs 
from a slack wire is @ooting through postage stamps 
on envelopes which are held between his wife's fin- 
gers. John aleo dees the glass shot over his head, 
shooting the ashes from a cigarette held iu his wife's 
mouth. Still another good shotis John standing on 
his head, with Millie elevated on his feet, each break- 
ing balls in rapid succession. 

Probably the most dangerous performance is the 
double trapeze shot. John and Millie swing from two 
trapezes by their feet aud shoot glass balls frum each 
other’s heads. 

They do many other difficult shots, such as the 
double neck and double pyramid shots.

THE TURF WARFARE. 


The warfare between the plungers of tho turf and their legiti- 
mate prey, the ring, was carried on during the racing season of 
1998 with as much fervor asin any year since Walton quit the 
turf with considerable of the pencilers’ money. M. F. Dwyer, 
Pierre Lorillard, Georgo E. Smith, Wheelock and other high roll- 
ors battied against the layers of odds constantly, and It Is safe to 
say that each quit for the year comfortably ahead of the game. 
Btill the bookmakors have paid their enormous expense list and 
in @ majority of lustances made money, showing that the great 
mass of men who plxy the races do so with poor judgment. Fre- 
quently horses are saved for 81x months or a year to win A Vast 
sum of money in a particular race, when the betting would be 
large, the value of the stake not being so much of a consi lera- 
tion as the money to be taken out of the ring. The success of 
George E. Smith's colt, King Cadmus, last yoar and again this 
season, and the victo-y of Parvenu, owned by the same young 
man, who is better known as Pittsburg Phil, illustrate the suc- 
cessful outcome of patient planning that extended over several 
months, while the failure of Jockey William Donohue to land 
nearly $100,000 in bets on his colt by Panique, out of Rebecca 
Rowott. who was beaten in the $40,000 Matron stakes at Morris 
Park, shows that the best-lald plans go wrong. 

It is such men as Pierre Lorillard and M. F. Dwyer. however, 
that the ring stands most in fear of. They have large stables 
of race horses anid 4 vast amount of money at their command 
to use in their business, If their own horses cannot win they 
either buy those that can, or, in many iustances, place enough 
money on somebody's else horse, giving a portion of thelr win- 
nings in return for the privilege of dving 80, coupled with the 
assurance that the horse Is in winning form. 

Pierre Loriliard stood to win large sums of money on his good 
colt Locohatchee in both the Metrupolitan and Suburban handi- 
caps, but Locohatchee was followed by bad luck, and the owner 
of Rancocas did not give the ring many hard knocks until he 
bought Lamplighter for $30,900, It is safe to say that the latter 
took $76,000 out of the ring fur hisowner, When the creat colt 
lgnded the Twin City Handicap, Mr. Lorillard landed $27,500 in 
bets, and so it went through the remainder of the season. Next 
year he will have 4 more formidable stable. 

Mr. Dwyer began the season with a remarkable run of luck, 
winning at the Gravesend and Morris Park Spring meetings not 
far from $100,000. Some of this was lost at Sheepshead Bay and 
Monmonth Park. Longstreet was a great disappointment to 
his owner, and it is sald that Mr. Dwyer lost many thousands of 
dollars on the horse in the Brooklyn Handicap. 

The McCafferty brothers, J. J. and A. C., and their friend 
Wishard, won very heavily during thelr eastern trip, which 
lasted threuch the Moamouth Park, Sheepshead Bay, Graves- 
end and Morris Park meetings. Aloha was a disappointment, 
but Helen Nichols, Queenie Trowbridge, Estelle, Uy Dy, Hugh 
Penny, Nero, Lady Mary and other members of the string, were 
always to be depended upon. J. J. McCafferty sald before leav- 
ing New York that he would probably race in the west next 
season.

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HFTEEN ROUNDS FOG 


The Dispute over the Choynski 
and Godfrey Battle. 


OPINIONS OF THE EXPERTS. 


A technical question came up recently in this city 
in regard to the number of rouncs that George Godfrey and Joe 
Choynski fought. Godfrey was knocked out while fighting in 
the fifteenth round, but because the boxers did not fight the full 
three minutes in the fifteenth round, bets have been made that 
the fight did not last fifteen rounds. The opinion of Prof. Mike 
Donovau, boxing instructor of the N, Y. A. C., is as fullows: “1f 
you and I agree to fight to « Gnish at a certain place, both of 
us neatorally look forward to win. But if it happens that I 
catch you on the jaw, say in the sixth round alter two seconds of 
diting, and that you do not recover from the effects of my bicw 
after the ten séconds allotted has expired, I would say that you 
jasted with me six reunds. If any one should ask you about 
the affair, you could say frankly that you lasted that many 
rounds. If you did not stay that length of time with me, accord- 

«to the rules, the battle would be recognized as lasting only 
19 minutes aud 12 secorids. But rules which stipulate this sort 
of reckoning have still «9 be furmed. If any such regulations 
exist I am not aware of i.” 

*- * ~ 

Bob Fitzsimmons says: ** The fight lasted fifteen 
rounds. For instance, we will aay that a man has fought ten 
rounds. He answers to the call of time in the eleventh round, 
Now, the eleventh round has commence... If he should get 
knocked out after a few seconds of fighting, I would say that the 
affair lasted eleven rounds, b I ider a knuck out to 
always constitute a round ”

Billy Edwards says: ‘‘IfI make a bet with you 
that I will last four rounds with a certain pugilist. and I get 
hnocked out in the first minute of the fourth round I take your 
money. You didn’t maka stipulation about technigal points 
on this and that. To win, my opponent must put m@b sleep in 
the third round. But if he doesn't, I last as loug as 1 agreed I 
would.” 





- = * 

Jim Corbett says in regard to the matter: ‘‘My 
battle with John L. Sullivan for $45,000 and the championship of 
the world, will go down on record as having been of twenty-one 
rounds. Almostevery paper in the land said so in describing 
the contest. Technically I defeated the big fellow in twenty 
rounds and so many minutes. However. I have been always 
taught to regard the duration of a round from the time it begins 
untilitends. Even if I came to the scratch at the signal, and if 
I or my opponent was dropped after contesting a second, wo 
couldn't properly say that we were knocked out in such and 
suchatime. It must be regulated by rounds and in no other 
mauner. That's the way I look at it.”

President Charles Noel gives the following opinion: 
“according to Lenden rules «a knock down ora knock out termi- 
nates a round. The Godfrey-Choynski fight was under Marquis of 
Queensberry rules. These rules stipulate that beth principals 
must battle three minutes with an intertaission of one minute to 
each round until one wins or loses, Now, as long as I can re- 
member, the instant the principals come to time at the sound of 
the gong, the round starts from that moment. If one should 
administer or receive a knock-out the round naturally termi- 
nates there and then.”

Dominick McCaffrey, the boxing instructor of the 
Manhattan Athletic Club, says: “‘Itis utterly absurd to claim 
that the Godfrey and Choynski fight lasted over fourteen rounds, 
It takes three minutes to constitute a round and Godfrey was 
knocked out before the three minutes had clapsed, c quently 
the fifteenth round was not fought out.”

Warren Lewis, the boniface of the Alhambra, in 
Eighth avenue. New York, who is woll posted on rules and has 
filled the position of referee iu many contests, gives a sensible 
opinion. He says: “After Godfrey and Choynski fought four- 
teen rounds, and time was called for the nen to rest one min- 
ute, the fourteenth round was ended and over, At the expira- 
tion of the minute allowed for resting, the gong sounded for a 
renewal of the contest. What round was the time called fir? It 
could not be the fuurteenth for that had been fought and the 
boxers allowed one minute rest since it ended, It must then be 
the fifteenth, and no matter if Godfrey had been knocked out 
with the Grst punch they fought fifteen rounds, and it will so go 
on record no matter who says different.”

According to *‘Police Gazette’’ rules each round 
shall last three minutes, and that after a round Is ended the men 
shail rest one minute. The rules do not stipulate that a pugilist 
must continue fighting for the three minutes after his opponent 
is beaten, and those who have wagered Godfrey and Choynski 
did not fight 16 rounds lost. A round only lasts until one or the 
Other of the contestants is beaten, and ends when a man loses by 
4 foul, quits or is knocked out, po matter If that round only last 
& second after time is called. I decide that Choynski fought 
fifteen rounds, and that the fight lasted 66 minutes 50 seconds.

Atthe time Mike Cleary knocked out Wm. Sheriff 
the round only lasted 50 seconds. Nevertheless it is recorded 
that Cleary defeated Sheriff in one round. At the time John 
L. Sullivan contracted to knock out Tug Wilson in 4 rounds at 
Madison Sqnare Garden, the 4 rounds wore fought and Wilson 
declared the winner. Wilson could have responded to the call 
of time for the next round had it been necessary. Suppose the 
contest had to be continued, would the next round, atter one 
m!nute’s rest had been allowed, be called the fourth round? 
No, it would have been the fifth. The above will do furan tl- 
lustration in the dispute over the Godfrey and Choynski fight. 
After they had fought fourteen rounds the gong sounded and 
both were allowed ore minute’s rest. Why? Because the 
“Police Gazette” rules state that at the expirati n of # round 
one minute shall be allowed for resting. Now, I think the 
fourteenth round must have ended when the gong rang and 
the boxers rested. Now, wher» the gong rang for the next 
round it could not have been for the men to fight the fourteenth 
round over again. Well, then, it must have been for the 
Aftventh, and such was the case. How then can any one with 
Aly sense claim that Godfrey and Choynski did not fight 
fiteen rounds? I am aware that the “Police Gazette” rules 
Sate that each round shall last three ninutes, and I am also 
&Ware the fifteenth round, which ended the Godfrey and Choyn- 
*k) battle, did not last the full three minntes, because Godfrey 
W&s put to sleep before three ininutes had expired, but while 
the rules stipulate that each round shail last three minutes, 
Ifone contestant is stopped, beaten or knocked out before that 
toree minutes expire, the round counts just the same. A 
round ends when a boxer-is beaten, and no matter what experts 








may say. it will go into prize ring history that Godfrey and 
Choynski fought 15 rounds

Ihave witnessed nearly all the champion pugilists 
punch the bag, from 1866 to 1892, and when I say champions I 
mean pugilists that have held that tit'e in either England or 
America, and, with the exception of Jem Mace, I never saw any 
one who could do the one, two, three in succession, and keep on 
punching the inflated flying rubber, like James J. Corbett. Joe 
Coburn, when he was matched te fight Mike McCoole for the 
championship of America in 1868 used to daily punch the bag at 
Latonia Springs, Ky. Coburn was a quick, skillful boxer, and 
he could make the bag fly, but he lacked the quickness of Cor- 
bett. Joe Wormaki could keep the bag fiying, but bis arm, 
which was injured once by a dumbbell, prevented him from do- 
ing himself Justice. Ned O’Baldwin, the Irish Giant, who stood 
6 feet 6% inches in his stockings, when he trained to fight Jem 
Mace, with whom he was matched in the seventies, was a quick, 
scientific boxer, but he could not fight the bag like Corbett. 

. > . 

Aaron Jones, who fought Tom Sayers twice in 
England, and fought Mike McOvole in 1867 for the championship 
of America, was quite an expert in fighting the bag, but he had 
poor limbs and was very lumbersome. Jones was one of the 
most scienced pugilists ever seen in this country, and it was 
nothing but his lack of activity that caused McCoole to defeat 
him. Mike McCoole, whose defeat in 1863 made Joe Coburn 
champion, was no use in front ofa fighting bag. He could strike 
& powerful blow, but he was clumsy and siow, and even in his 
best day he was only a chopping bieck for first-class, scienced 
pugilists. Jimmy Elliett, who tonght dozens of batties in the 
ring and outside, pald considerable attention to punching the 
bag and the ball, but he was always troubled with his eyesight, 
which not only bothered himself, but his oppenents. because he 
had @ pecailar squint. and a man in front of him could not tell 
when or where he was going to send his mawieys. Any of the 
above pugilists, if they were living to-day, would not stand any 
show with Corbett, At least that is my opinion. 

So. 2 s ~ 

Tom Allen, of St. Louis, was an expert at fighting 
the bag, and he would train tothe hour. Allenin his day was 
one of the best men who ever fought for the championship up to 
1870, when Jom Mace defeated him. Jem Mace in 1869 possessed 
the science and stamina to defeat any man in the world. Mace’s 
favorite pastime was punching the bag, and when I witnessed 
the tall, well-proportioned athletic pugilistic premier Corbett, 
make the ball fly at the Grand Opera House, New York,on Nov. 
9, it reminded me of the palmy d-ys ofJem Mace. Every one is 
entitled to his opinion, and it is sometimes necessary to see be- 
fere you can believe. I have seen all the champions fight and 
train from the time Mike MeCovle beat Bill Blake, but the two 
quickest and most scientific boxers who could train up to the 
notch and show science, activity and generalship in the ring, 
are Jem Mace, of 1870, and James Corbett, of 1892. Mace was a 
two handed fizhter. He used his head, knew every foot of a 
twenty-four foot ring, and he gained his activity by plenty of 
runn'ng and walking, and paying special attention to fighting 
the bag. It is my opinion that good s'rong lezs are just as 
necessary in a fistic encounter as a good pair of loins, biceps 
and well trained muscular arm. Mace’s many victories in the 
ring were attributed to his activity on his feet and his knowledge 
of the science of boxing, and the quickness he cained by fight- 
ing the bag. Corbett’s victory over Sullivan was due to his 
q tickness with his hands and his activity on his feet. Sullivan 
lacked both.

At the time Sullivan fought Paddy Ryan he was 
active and had first-claés legs. Instead of taking regular exer- 
cise and keeping up his once splendid development he got care- 
less and seldom fought ths bag. Sullivan, of course, was a great 
boxer in his day. He was a powerful athlete, always carrying 
nearly 200 avoirdupois, but his furte was rushing and delivering 
one heavy blow. Sullivan could makea grand exhibition with 
the fighting bag, but even in his palmy days he coull not do 
the work for fifteen minutes in front of a bag that Corbett does. 
Charley Mitchell is a great pugilist, a scientific boxer, and 
knows how to fight a bag and keep at it, but tor quickness and 
precision he would net be In it with Corbett.

Among the most remarkable tratters, not of this 
year but of all time, must be accounted Belle Vara, whose race 
record—2:08% —of 1893 equals the record of Mand 8., which was 
the champion mark for six years. With the exception of 
Martha Wilkes’s heat in 2:08, Belle Vura's is the fastest ever 
made in a race, and with all respect to Martha Wilkes I think 
Belle Vara's mile the most remarkable, because it was won in a 


fighting heat, in contention with a fast field, wherens Martha 


was merely chased by a competitor that could not trouble her, 
Belle Vara trotted through her fieid in the last half, coming 
from the half-way puost in 1:03%. Belle Vara is a bay 
mare, foaled 1887, by Vatican, 2:20%, (son of Belmont, 
out of Vara, granddam of Kremlin, 2:11%, by Hamblet mian), 
dam Nell (dam of Georgette, 2:27), by Esteli Eric, son of Erics- 
son, the sire of the dam of Moquette, 2:10. She was bred by B. 
Ii. Neale. of Lexington, and was an early wonder, winning the 
yearling stake at she Lexington mecting of 1888 in 2:38. She was 
not trotted as a two-year-old, meanwhile becoming the property 
of 8, A. Browne & Co., of Kalamazoo, but in her three-year-old 
form took a record of 2:22. She was indulged last year again, 
but this year came out greater than ever, as our Western- 
Southern reports have told. She is yet young, and Mr. Browne 
believes that she is destined to lower all records.

Lifting 174 pounds in one sweep 
from the floor at arm's length with the right hand, also the 
same feat was repeated with the left hand. Elevating 104% 
pounds held out from the shoulder at a right angle with the 
body and brought back to position in same manner, Shoulder- 
ing @ barrel of ceinent weighing 314 pounds with one hand with- 
out the ald of his knees. Five hundred and Ofty-one pounds 
lifted from the floor with one fingeronly. Lifting 3.635 pounds 
on a platform with the back without harness, being the won- 
derful feat which has astonished all Bngland. Pulling againét 
four horses of 1,000 pounds each, two horses each arm, made at 
Sohmer Park, Montreal. Sept. 29, 1891. Lifting off the floor with 
one hand 681 pounds. Tris accomplished without artificial aid. 
Putting up & 195-pound dumbbell from floor to shoulder with 
one hand, then raised above head to full extept of arm's length. 
Lifting off the floor with one finger 447 pounds. Putting up 17 
pounds with extended right hand at right angles with body. 
Lifting bar-bell of $33 pounds with beth hands In one motion 
from floor to shoulders, then rawed slowly to full arm extent 
above the head, 

P. W., Philadeiphia.—William Barnie, the baseball player, was 
born Jan, 96, 1853, in New York city, and commenced playing 
ball in 1965 with amateur clubs in Brooklyn. In 1870 he joined 
the famous Nassau Club, of Brooklyn, with which he remained, 
filling several positions, mostly that of catcher, until 1873, when 
Manager Robert Ferguson engaged him for his Atlant'c nine, 
In 1874 Barnie caught for the Hartford team and in 1876 he 
caught for the Keokuk team until the club disbanded in June 
of that year.

Among some of the noted games Manager Barnie caught in dur- 
ing the season of 1877 was an eleven inning contest on July 7 
between the Buckeyes and the Champions, of Springfield, O., In 
which neither team scored a run, Barnie accepting all of 18 
chances, He also canght for the Buckeyes in an eigtiteen inning 
tle game, July 0, with the Tecumseh team, of London, Ont. Be- 
ing crippled in ene hand and having an opportunity to rest, 
Barnie engaged with the Buffalo Club as manager for the re- 
mainder of that season and selected for it the team that won the 
championship of the International Association in 1878. In 1878 
and 1880 he caught iu the Knickerbocker Club, of San Francisca. 
In 1881 he reorganized the Atiantics, of Brooklyn, In 188% he 
managed the Philadelphias. In 1883 he went to Baltimore where 
he managed the club there. 
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MITCHELL AND HALL TALE FIGHT. 


The Sporting Life, London, publishes the following: 

The liberal bids made by the presidents of the Coney Island 
and Olympic Ciubs for the proposed glove contests between 
Chariey Mitchell (England's boxing champion) and Jira Corbett 
(Sullivan's conqueror) and between Bob Fitssimmons and Jim 
Hail, which appeared exclusively in yesterday's Sporting Life, 
excited the wonder and admiration of athletes in the United 
Kingdom, For the two fights, the Coney Island Club, through 
Judge Newton—an honorable and responsible American gentie- 
man—offer no jess than £11.600, vis. , $30,000, for the Mitchell and 
Corbett fight, $26,000 for the Hall and Fitssimmons fight, and 
$1,000 each to Hall and Mitchell for expenses. This is indeed 
a big bid, and by some business men would be accepted without 
the slightest hesitation. Previously, however, the Olympic Club 
of New Orleans, threzgh its respected president, Mr. Charles 
Noel, made & most handsome offer, vis., $26,000 fur the Mitchell 
and Corbegt match (Mitchell to receive $2,600 fur expenses), and 
$20,000 for the Hall and Fitzsimmons match (Hall ‘to be allowed 
$1.000 fur expenses). 

Our representative had an interview with Mitchel! and Hall in 
regard to these proposals, and their replies were cabled to the 
Potice Gazette, New York. 

Asked who had first claim on Corbett, Mitchell said: “I have 
first claim, and I must say that, as to his personal feelings, I 
think they might be easily modified, for all they are worth, as 
when Corbett has wound up all other topics he falls back upon 
my name, solely for advertising pur)oses.”’ 

Mitchell added: ‘The reason for this personal feeling againes 
me is vague. I alone have cause for a grievance. Corbett (or 
his manager) In an nnderhanded way secured an engagement at 
Harry Miner's Theatre to supplant Siavin and myself, who had 
a prior engagement to spar there. This caused the eruption, out 
of which so much capital has been made. 

“1 it will be any solace to Corbett, I will say that I am sorry 
for what occurred alterwards at Miner's Theatre, for everything 
that could be sald derogatory to me and in Curbets's favor 
appeared in print. 

“Any way, all my perronal feelings can besettied in a manly 
way when we meet in the ring. 

“In regard to size of ring, Corbett has ineinuated that I would 
like # big ring. in order to display my sprinting abilities. Now, 
1 would prefer boxing Corbett in a 12-foot ring; but whatever 
sised ring we fight in, I am open to wager a substantial sum 
that most of the sprir.ting is done by Corbett, and I am content 
to leave the verdict to a show of hands on the part of the 
American gentiemen present.” 

Mitcheil said both Hali and himself were satisfied with the 
offers made, and be would leave the selection to Corbett and 
Fitzsimmons, 

~ You can say,” Hall added, “that I am very pleased the ques- 
tion looks like being settled between Fitssimmons and myself, 
as it is very near time one of us was out of it. As ‘1 have 
neither variety company nor theatrical engagements, I prefer 
fighting to talking, and am ready to sign articles and put up my 
money at once.”’ 

Here Mitchell broke in with—"Let Corbett and Fitzsimmons 
name the club, deposit some money with the Police Gazette. New 
York, and forward articles for our signatures, and both matches 
are assured, but, if they prefer our signatures first, we shall be 
happy to oblige them. Our money can be on hand at an hour's 
notice, and we await replies from Corbett and Fitzsimmons with 
some impatience, being anxious to get the matches fixed with- 
out furtber palaver.”
